The Result of the Late Convention of 
Alabama. 


From the Montgomefy ( Ala.) Mail.) 
The Alabama Immigration. Conyen- 
tion, Which has been in = session for 
twodays in this city, adjourned yes- 
terday after a most interesting and 
harmonious session. The result of the 
meeting has been most gratifying. It 
was participated in by a large and in- 
telligent concourse of our people, na- 
tive and foreign born, and of all 
shades of polities, who appeared to vie 
with each other in earnest effort to set 
on foot some practical scheme for the 
intreduction of immigrants. The re- 
port of the Convention 
ordered to be printed in several lan- 
guages, and disseminated over foreign 
countries, is a truithtul synopsis of the 
advantages offered by our State, in 


the matters of agriculture and 
mining, Its gview of the 


peace of our people is entirely cor- 
rect. We see among the nameés of the 
signers of the report that of the United 
States District Marshal, who was a 
general offieer in the Federal army, 
and whose opportunity to know the 
disposition of our people is as good as 
that of any other person in Alabama. 

The next step is to organize an lin- 
migration Company under the plan 
proposed and adopted by the Conven- 
tion (given below.) “That this plan is 
the only practicable one, and that it 
is easy of execution, must be appar- 
ent toevery intelligent and refiect- 
ing mind. The stock of such a com- 
pany can be made valuable under the 
eontrol of such directors as the land 
owners will select. 

At another time we propose to speak 
more in detail concerning the Views 
of the Convention. At present we 
can only wish a happy result to their 
labors, and to ask in behalf of the pro- 
posed Company the earnest sympa- 
thies and support of our people. 
PLAN FOR IMMIGRATION COMPANY. 

The following was introduced by 

Gen. Clanton, and passed unanimous- 
ly:

Phe Pall Mall Gazelle says: Few 
probably beyond those connected with 
india know that there is an India 
Museum in London. was some 
time ago transferred from Fife House 
to the yet greater obscurity of an at- 
tic in the New India Office, which the 
visitors on Fridays might yery thor- 
oughly explore without syspecting 
the existence of the Museum. It is 
second only in national importance to 
the British Museum. Its chief value 
lies of course in its speciality. It is 
notasmattering of everything, and 
thorough in nothing, but is restricted 
to the illustration of the natural his- 
tory and raw products and manufac- 
tures and arts of India, and this it 
does, in most of its sections, very 
completely. The collection of raw 
products, mineral, vegetable ‘and ani- 
mal, is exhaustive, 

The collection of architectural orna- 
ments and mythological objects is ab- 
solutely unique, although much yet 
remains-to be done by means of paint-« 
ings and photographs to illustrate the 
varied architecture of India. There 
is a case of cut jade and crystal bowls, 
sword handles and other objects, en- 
crusted with gold and gems; and of 
the white marble mosaics of Rajpoo- 
tano and Cambay ates; and cases 
innumerable of jewelry and enamels 
of the exquisite filagre silver of Cut- 
tack, of ivory carvings from Bengal 
and sandal wood, carvings and inlaid 
work from Bombay, of Sindh and 
Cashmere lacquered ware, and of 
‘* Kottkari,’’ Bederi,’”’ and other 
damascend work—a most magnificent 
show. The Bombay inlaid work is 
evidently derived from the similar 
work of Sorrento and Girgenti.. The 
designs are indeed all geometrical, 
but each geqmetsical ‘figure can at 
once be identified with the particular 
flower inthe Italian work which it 
represents. In the similar works 
made in Persia the designs are inter- 
mediate in character, and it is always 
varnished, as if, it would seem, to 
imitate wood. 

The cases of Delhi embroidery 
Dacea muslins, Cashmere shawls, anc 
Ahmedabad ** Kinkaba’’ can_ be lik- 
ened to nothing else than a rainbow 
taken down from the sky and dung 
round the room. In all these exquis- 
ite textures two influences would 
seem to be camhined—one of color 
coming up from the bright dye-lands 
of Southern India and Ceylon, and 
the other of forms from the north 
from Persia, and probably Greece and 
Italy. There is one Ahmedabad 
**Kinkob” distinetly Byzantine in 
character, and distinctly of Ah- 
medabah. In fact, one distinctly real- 
izes here that from France to India 
the same general influences have _per- 
vaded in art manufactures. And yet 
between India and China and Japan 
a deep gulf is axed. 

The natural history collection is 
very complete so far as it poes.

THE COTTON QUESTION. 

The Philadelphia. Age, one of the 
livest and most far-seeing of our ex- 
changes, thus comments on the views 
enounced by Gen. ALCORN in his 
late speech in our Convention, on this 
great and, to us, all-interesting sub- 
ject: “Gen. ALCORN, the Radical 
Senator elect from Mississippi, was a 
delegate to the Memphis Convention, 
and delivered a speech before that 
body on the condition of the South, 
especially with reference to their 
leading. product—cotton; which is 
creating a decided sensation in all 
parts of the country: .As the speaker 
is one of the acknowledged heads of 
the South, his words have a double 
potency as indicating the line of poli- 
cy likely to be pursued by the South- 
ern Wing of the organization now in 
power. In the course of his address, 
which was long and exhaustive, Gen. 
ALCORN showed that the Southern 
cotton interest, which, before the war, 
used to bring into the national treas- 
ury two hundred and fifty million 
dollars in gold, has been ruined by the 
results of that collision; that since the 
outset of the war, a colossal .conspi- 
racy, initiated by British capitalists 
and manufacturers, and joined in by 
the governments and capitalists of 
other nations, has been at work for 
the establishment of cotton culture 
abroad and the breaking down of the 
American cotton monopoly; that this 
conspiracy has.so far sueceeded that, 
even in 1864, thirty-nine sources, cx- 
Clusiye of the United States, con- 
tributed, for instance, to‘ the supply of 
cotton at Manchester; that Australia, 
Jamaica, the Trench West Indies, 


Greece, Turkey, Brazil, Portugal, 
Meoroeco, Egypt, Italy, Austria, 


Hayti, Malta, Japan, China and Ven- 
ezuela were among the producers; 
that the average fibre of foreign cot- 
ton in fourteen instances was equal, . 
for average purposes of manufactur- 
ing, to the American fibre; and that 
in s@veral, in fact in mo-t of the coun- 
tries named, cotton can be cultivated 
and exported to England at cheaper 
rates than American planters can af- 
ford. Gen. ALCORN thus illustrates 
how the war, and the policy of repres- 
sion pursued by Congress towards the 
South, has paralyzed an_ industry 
which furnished over three-fourths 
of the exports of the country. 
He proposes as a remedy the 
construction of leyees along the 
Mississippi. The uplands at present 
available for cotton yield from 200 to 
500 pounds per acre. The rich bottom 
lands would yield from 1500 to 2000 
pounds per acre. This enormous 
yield, in his opinion, would enable 
American planters to underbid once 
more the mark@&s of the world, and 
place the United States in a position 
to lead all other nations in the raising 
and selling of cotton. But this desira- 
ble result can only be achieved by vig- 


‘orous efforts to repair the ravages 


which war and unwise and bigoted 
partisan legislation have inflicted upon 
the cotton interests of the South. 
That section needs a well defined la- 
bor system, in order to produce such 
crops of cotton as will put our sellers 
in their old relations to the demand 
flowing upon us from Europe. At 
present the area planted is much too 


with the production too large, to ena- 
ble us to control foreign markets. {f 
the Radicals will let the negro alone, 
cease disturbing this class of labor 
with political questions, the business 
men of the South will soon, project 
and make practical a labor system 
competent to mect the pressing de- 
mands of the occasion.

CHINESE LABORERS. 
We present below an interesting and 


instructive letter from Cras. W. 
LIGHTNER, Esq., a distinguished 


Mining Engineer, of California, ad- 
dressed to a friend in this city. We 
call attention to that portion of it 
in which he remarks that ‘the 
six companys are able to turn Chinese 
out by the thousand.’’ The question 
occurs to us can these *‘ six companies’”’ 
—whieh are wealthy Chinese corpora- 
tions—be induced to locate at one or 
more of our seaport cities, or in Mem- 
phis, as a base of Operations for the 
South? New Orleans is but eighteen 
days farther from Canton than San 


Francisco. The idea of Chi- 
nese immigration is beginning 
to take a tangible form, and 


we trust that some move will be made 
in the matter before it is too late for 
next season. Will the seaports re- 
spond? the rice-growers and su- 
gar planters give this scheme the ear- 
nest consideration it deserves? = It 
will be noticed that Mr. LIGHTNER 
had but one foreman to seventy-five 
or one hundred hands, and found 
them faithful, reliable and efficient. 
What if all the plantations in the 
South were manned by such people? 
For such laborers are here 
described no. canvassing would 
be required; five hundred thou- 
sand could find employment at 
onee in any one of the Southern 
States. But we will notkeep the read- 
er longer from Mr. LiGgiTNner’s inter- 
esting letter: 
STOCKTON, CAL, Mav 26, L869. 
bear J. Mv: Twill give you my ideas of 
the Chinese question. My absence from 
your present field of labor for so long a 
term of years, renders me unfit to draw 
any comparison as to labor employed in 
the Valley of the Mississippi and that of 
the Chinese. I can only compare the lat- 
ter with that of the ordinary’ unskilled 
labor here, and therefore in handling the 
subject you must do up the comparison 
rourself. During the past three years | 
cave worked from seventy-five to one 
hundred Chinese, at the Borax Lake and 
sulphur manufactory in Lake county, and 


all my observations there lead me to free- 
ly say that both the manufacturing of 


arrange for the introduction of this labor 
into your cotton and sugar plantations. 
I have no doubt that in time it will work 
wonders for your section, and if carried 
out ona large enough scale, will restore 
the South to its old position as a commer- 
cial and producing country. C.W. LL. 


The people of the South are pre- 
pared to guarantee to laborers from 
any country ready and remunerative 
employment, and kind treatment. 

The point made by C.W.L. as against 
our rice is nota good one, for itisa 
fact that the small rice of Southern 
production—which is considered the 
best, we believe—is kept at home, 
whilst the larger and more showy ar- 
ticle is sent abroad. It is an idiosyn- 
eracy of Californians to believe that 
theirs is the only country in the 
world—and it is quite a respectable 
spot--but when they undertake to com- 
pare it to one of our great States of 
the South they overshoot the mark. 
If 80,000 Chinese can find employ- 
ment on the Pacific coast at the preca- 
rious occupations of miners, day la- 
borers, ete., we can employ a million 
by the year. Whatever employment 
we have to offer is by the year. The 
security we offer is the great staple, 
cotton, which yet controls the com- 
meree and exchange of the world. 

We have the only cotton country 
proper in the world; we have rich 
lands, improved and ready for the 
plow; we have men who are 
skilled in the cultivation of all our 
crops, and who can and have been ae- 
eustomed to organize and employ 
large numbers of hands; we have 
every facility which enterprise and 
commerce can give save labor, and we 
have the money to advance to pay the 
expenses from foreign countries of all 


‘who will in good faith return the equiva: | 


lent of that money inlabor. If the‘ six 
companies”? of San Francisco desire 
to increase their wealth and influence 
let them turn tothis vast field, as 
compared with which the one they 
now occupy is a mere speck. In the 
meanwhile let a company or compa- 
nies be formed in Memphis, as sug- 


borax and sulphur would have been a 
total failure with any other kind of labor. 
I had several kinds of labor to perform 
with them; the first required them to be 
over their knees in the soft alkaline mud 
in which the crystals of borax is found. 
The second was the employment of hands 
on shore, firing up under the boiler, as- 
sorting the material, dissolving the borax 
in particular solution varying in temper- 
ature and specific gravity, stringing the 
tanks, selecting and packing the market- 
able crystals, marking and numbering the 
boxes, ete. At the sulphur works the la- 
bor consisted of mining and selecting the 
ores, loading them in ¢ars, charging the 
retorts, firing up in the furnace, refining 
and packing the sulphur. I have found 
them as a class patient, honest, indus- 


the entire work was done by them. One 
remarkable trait in their character con- 
sists in this, that you have rarely to teach 
them the same thing twice. Once having 
shown them-a inethod of working, and 
they adhere to it with an almost mechan- 
ical perseverence, Evenin the retining, 
they become conversant withthe uses of 
the hydrometer and thermometer, the 
time required for crystallizing, the quality 
of the salts, ete., ete. I believe they 
could be instructed into being the very 
best of sugar boilers, soap manufacturers, 
and other,trades in whieh constant watch- 
ingis required, and in which white men, 
once acquiring what they conceive to be the 
important part ef a process, are apt to 
overvalue their services and strike accor- 
dingly. 

The wages paid them are $1 25 (gold) 
per diem (ten hours) for working in the 
mud and water, and in the 
fining; $1 20 (gold) for ordinary shore and 
mining work—house rent free, fuel free, 
they boarding themselves. This they 
were content todo, Their grand staples, 
rice at eight cents per pound, pork eleven 
cents per pound, tea seventy-five cents 
per pound, were furnished and deducted 
from their month’s pay. 

They bring to this country a few nation- 
al prejudices, principally a jealousy of one 
party of a dilferent section; politics or re- 
ligion, lam satisfied, have nothing to do 
with their diflieulties, These are rarely 
carried to any extreme, and aré developed 
morein astubborn dislike to work with 
a rival party and a total want of charity 
or even pity forthe tronbles of any one 
not from their own Chinese locality. | 
have found it better when working one 
hundred or so to have them of two parties 
—exciting the one by the other. A few 
words from a white overseer will at any 
time quella disturbanee. Let them have 
separate quarters, and fields or parts of 
work allotted to them, and there will be 
no difficulty in managing them, 

They care but little for holidays, and are 
supremely indifferent to the elective fran- 
chise, Whether at general or primary elec- 
tions; like a tolerably bad article of whis- 
ky, if cheap, drinking it entirely out of 
working hours; and detest tolls and taxes 
as fervently as a Highlander. 
all fond of gambling, but it isthe policy of 
the overseer to stop it, as one will often 
vanible otf months’ wages in advance, and 
like ourselves hate paying for ‘dead 
herses.’’ They wenerally, when in large 
bodies, ask fortwoorthree days in Feb- 
ruary (New Year's), and one or two days 
in September full moon (good days) and 
will work all the better for having these 
holidays. They make but little show of 
the little religion they have, and take no 
pains to make proselytes to their belief, 
ignoring the idea that an outsider can 
ever see their heaven under any circum- 
stranees, 

Now, as to inducing any large portion 
ofthem to migrate to your district, it is 
asking too much for a party hereto ven- 
iure it. Anagent leaving this coast to 
canvass the older States for a market for 
their labor has too much to learn, and too 
short atime to learnitin. While there 
are here plenty of men are 
familiar with the method of getting any 
number together for any mining or rail- 
road contract; and while the ** six compa- 
nies’ are able to turn them out by the 
thousands, it is another thing to ask them 
to go so far away from the only line of 
communication they haye with their na- 
tive home. The uncertainty of the cli- 
mate, and the people they haye to go 
amongst, the nature of the work they ffe 
to be employed at, the facilities for ob- 
taining their favorate food, rice—(and here 
let me say they have a poor opinion of 
Carolina ‘‘swamp seed,” and would starve 
on it, their smadi grained rice being much 
richer and more farinaceous,)—and pork 
(fresh) will for a long time, or until they 
are satisfied_in these respeets, prevent 
them from leaving here. Should a ecom- 
pany of men, in say Memphis or New Or- 
leans, raise a fund of $500,000, I believe 
that by sending outa peeper agent, who 
would be associated with some party here, 
in Whom the six companies have confi- 
dence, they would be able to secure from 
4000 to 5000 men who would be willing to 
try the experiment, I assure you that ar- 
rangements could be made for their pas- 
sage overland, and to Memphis at not to 
exceed $75 to $100 per head. This would 
be repaid out of their wages, and the 
money being refunded would go towards 
sending on more. With their immigra- 
tion to your section, it will be necessary 
to have a store at some point where their 
traders can supply them with the various 
fish, clothes, medicines and nick-nacks, 
which they consider indispensable to their 
health and comfort. The agent coming 
here should be well guaranteed, and ac- 

nainted with the quality ofS labor to be 
- amen in your section, and should be pre- 
pared to give positive assurance as to the 
good treatment and prompt pay of the 
men leaving here, as the companies are 
shrewd and intelligent, and are in a great 
degree responsible for the return of the 
mento China, dead or alive. I believe 
that plenty of good field laborers could 
be induced to go—all other things satis- 
factory—at not to exceed $30 (gold) per 
month, they boarding themselves, and it} 
is possible that they may be had ata much 
lower price. 
I presume you are already ted as to 
the work done on the Central Pacific Rail- 
road. The bulk of the grading and exca- 
vation was done by this labor, and in the 
most satisfactory manner. As to its 
durability and cheapness, it is now 
a settled question that the entire 
Pacific coast system of railroads for the 
future will be built by Chinese, so far as 
the unskilled labor is concerned, and this 
will be all the argument that is necessary 
to show that it is the best that is available. 
With this fact before the people of your 
district, it would be well for them to send

THE NONCONNAH MURDER. 


Identity of the Victim Fully Established. 


Result of an inquest Held by Coroner Sam- 
elson. 


- Coroner Samelsoh, Capt. sinionds, of the 
First District Police, and two or three 
other gentlemen left the city yesterday 
morning abont 8 o'clock for Nonconnah 
bridge, for the purpose of holding an in- 
quest on the body of the victim of the 
mysterious assassination mentioned in 
yesterday morning’s APPEAL as having 
been perpetrated during Saturday night. 
On arriving at the seene of the tragedy i 
was found that Justice Black had anticipa- 
ted the duties of the proper officer, but the 
body was taken to the residence of Myr. 
Peter Baker, some two and a half iniles 
from the bridge, and. about half way be- 
tween thé city nnd the scene of the mur- 
der, and a legal inquisition gone into. It 
was developed that the name of the mur- 
dered man was Ferdinand Priestle, a Ger- 


man, who resided on or near the 
Horn Lake read, some nine miles from 
the | city. The appearance of the 


body, together with the fragments of a 
musket stock, showed that the victim had 
heen stricken a powerful blow from be- 
hind, witha ieeaicet or some other fire- 
arm of similar weight. Two or morc 
blows must have been given, as the skull 
was crushed and broken in a shocking 
manner. Thojury of inquest returned a 


verdict—- 


“ That the deceased, then and there be- 
ing dead, came to his death from a_ blow 
or blows over the head with a musket in 
the hands of some person or persons to 
the jury unknown.” 

When found by Mr. Williams, manager 
ofthe woodyard of Mr. Mitchell in that 
neighborhood, and a negro, the body of 
the murdered man was yet warin—the 
pulsations of the heart being faintly dis- 
cernible, and from the fact that a negro of 
most notoriously bad character had been 
seen in the vieinity but a short time be- 
fore, it is to be hoped that the sur- 
mises of the detective foree as to the 
identity of the assassin may prove.correct, 
and that the murderous scoundrel may 
soon meet with the punishment his bloody 
erime so richly merits. 

Mr. Priestie was a man of irreproacha- 
ble charaeter, and highly respected by his 
neighbors and friends, who will leave no 
stone unturned:to ferret out and bring to 
justice his assassin, He was unmarried,and 
leaves no family except a brother, who 
took charge of the remains.

his prayers,) was shot and killed instant- 
ly, the ball passing through his heart. 
The other was then shot three times, one 
shot breaking ‘his left arm above the el- 
bow, the other two striking him in the 
head, and, passing around, one lodged in 
the neck, the other glancing up, doing but 
little damage. We learn that Dr. Sevier 
thinks there is but little hope of his re- 
covery. The parties who did the killing 
are unknown.” 


The whole length of the Pacific 
Railroad, from the Missouri river to the 
navigable waters of San Francisco is 
1800 miles.
